ORCHARD'S CROSS EXAMINATION IS CONTINUED 


Sieve Adams Characterizes Orchard's Recital as 


From Start to Finish Upon His Arrival

' Boise, Idaho., June 10.—Interesting 
•witnesses in the trial of William Hay- 
wood are Mrs. Ida Toney Orchard, the 
•widow with three children whom Or- 
chard took to be his wife notwith- 
standing the existence of another wife 
In Canada, and Steve Adams, partner 
of Orchard, the self-confessed assas- 
sin. Adams also confessed last year, 
but later he repudiated the document. 
It is understood that Mrs. Ida Orchard 
will testify that Orchard, while he 
lived at Cripple Creek, was in the em- 
ploy of the mine owners. It is expect- 
ed by the defense that she will be able 
to throw light upon the motives of Or- 
chard, and will be relied 
on to 


strengthen the claim of the defense 
that the mine owners and not the 
Western Federation of Miners were 
the conspirators who employed Or- 
chard to murder. Orchard married 
the second time at Cripple Creel^hen 
he was at work as a miner. At that 
time he was a member of the miners' 
onion. They were married shortly

1904. The woman was keeping a 
miners' boarding house. 


Angus Sutherland, a Scot, who was 


sheriff 
of Shoshone county in the 


Coeur d'Alenes, himself a famous gun 
fighter; the marshal of Victor, Colo., 
Who went through the stirring times 
of trouble there in 1903 and 1904; 
Bulkeley Wells, former adjutant gen- 
eral of Colorado, who dug up the 
bomb planted to kill Governor Pea- 
body, and who was in charge of the 
special train that ran from Denver to 
Boise with Haywood, Moyer and Pet- 
tibone on, and which is generally call- 
ed the kidnaping troop, and a dozen 
other men of that ilk are here and will 
participate in the trial as witnesses. 
One of these, a Pinkerton detective, 
will testify that he has been a mem- 
ber of the Western Federation of 
Miners, for some years, and during 
that time he was president of a lodge. 
He, while not a member of the execu- 
tive board, was in their confidence up 
to a certain point, and at the same 


. time was making regular reports to 


the detective agency. 


That Harry Orchard has written a 


book appeared in the course of the 
cross-examination. 
Orchard, in reply 


to Mr. Richardson, said: "It is the true 
history of my life." Richardson exam- 
ined him carefully as to this book and 
asked if it had not been suggested or 
dictated by McPartland, who secured 
Orchard's sworn confession. Orchard 
flatly denied that McPartland had sug- 
gested or corrected the manuscript. 
He admitted that he had read the 
manuscript many times, and that it 
was practically the same as the narra- 
tive he told on the stand during the 
direct examination, and which he is 
elaborating under the fire of cross- 
examination by Attorney Richardson, j 


The cross-examination of Orchard' 


is bringing out a mass of detail that 
willl again be taken up in the re direct 
examination. 
It would appear even 


as if the 9 prosecution had purposely 
merely sketched through the story of 
Orchard's life in order to allow the de- 
fense to bring out certain features. 
This is instanced in the connection of 
Orchard and Moyer, the president of 
the organization of which Haywood is 
secretary. Also the intimacy between 
Orchard and Pettibone, the third of 
the prisoners charged with the same 
crime under the same indictment. 
That this connection will be brought 
out very clear and that the selection of 
Orchard as the bodyguard of Moyer at 
a critical time when both of them 
traveled with sawed off pump guns 
and revolvers, must be explained, is 


court reconvened today. Richardson 
resumed his cross-examination rela- 
tive to Orchard's movements. 


Orchard admitted that he was vis- 


ited by Detective McPartland ^.nd At- 
torney Hawley at the 
penitentiary 


Sunday. He said Hawley and McPart- 
land simply told him to go ahead and 
tell the truth. This seemed mirthful 
to the audience. Most of the morn- 
ing the testimony was on points al- 
ready covered and brought out little 
new.

trial for the killing of Stanford White, 
has engaged a new director general 
for his legal forces, it was learned au- 
thoritatively that he has reached no 
final decision with his lawyers as to 
who will direct his defense when he 
is again called to the bar. Within his 
cell Thaw works unceasingly on the 
evidence adduced at his trial, prepar- 
ing a defense which he will submit to 
•bfg~~ctninser'~for their consi3eTaSonT 
The routine of his prison life does not 
seem to dampen his spirits. His only 
companion in the prison is Raffaele 
Cascone, an Italian, awaiting his sec- 
ond trial for slajing two of his fellow- 
countrymei

The Boomerang -was twins. It was 


B mule and a newspaper, both owned. 
by Bill Kye. Both inhabited Laramie, 
Wyo. The Boomerang newspaper was 
named after the mule. 
The monu- 


ment is to be erected at Laramie, 
we are told, because it -was m that 
far western town that Bill Xye fir^t 
fllscovered that he was a humorist. 
Prior to that discovery he had made 
the mistake of imagining that be was 
t lawyer. The mistake was well nigh 
fatal, as he confessed himself. 


Three-year-old Project. 


Though the definite announcement of 


the Nye monument as a consummation 
to be achieved this year is a matter 
»t news, the project is three years old. 
The matter was discussed in a vague 
and Irrelevant manner during the sec- 
ond annual convention of the American 
Press Humorists in St. Louis in 1004. 
But the members were seeing the 
World's fair, including the Pike, and 
nothing definite was done. The next 
(ear the humorists met in Cle\ eland. 


This may account for the familiar ease 
with v.-hich he -wrote of mules, turnips 
and other farm products. 


The world has a wholly erroneous 


impression of Bill Nje's personal ap- 
pearance. This is due chiefly to Walt 
McKougall. the comic artist who il- 
lustrated Miv Xye's weekly output for 
several years. It is true that during 
the latter period of his life the humor- 
ist v\ as bald on top of his head, but he 
had quite a fringe of hair at the bides 
and rear. 
There is a photograph of 


1 :m taken in 1S79, when he was editor 
of the Laramie Boomerang, which 
show s him with a full set of whiskers, 
though a fur cap serves to leave the 
matter of his upper baldness at that 
period an open question. 


Those McDougall pictures, though 


they enhanced the hun^r of Xye's 
writings, were not pleasing to Xye hinj- 
.seli". It is related that Xye requested 
the managing editor of the American 
Press Association, which syndicated 
his weekly letters during the last seven 
years of his life, to get another artist. 
McUongall, he said, made him look 
ridiculous. Accordingly the artist C. 
G. Bush was cast for the Xye perform- 
ance, but the newspapers taking the 
service forthwith emitted such a roar 
that it was deemed necessary to return 
to Mr. McDougall. Mr. Bush's pictures 
were good, but they had too much hair 
to suit the public, which had been 
dieted on baldness until baldness and 
Nye had become brothers. 


"Let me illustrate the stuff myself, 


then/' requested Bill Xye. 


Now, 
Mr. Nye was a humorist, but

pastor of the Temple Baptist church 
of Los Angeles, preaches and prays. 


Pastor Burdette is also Bob Bur- 


dette. Now you know him. For near- 
ly thirty years prior to his reforma- 
tion he was a famous press humorist 
and funny lecturer. He lives at Pasa- 
dena, near by, and will be one of the 
Nye

fund 
entertainers. 


along with a dozen other press humor- 
ists who are bold enough to speak their 
pieces on the stage. Mr. Burdette is 
"perpetual parson and pastor emeri- 
tus" of the American Tress Humorists 
The elective officers are Thomas A.

Edgar Wilson Xye was born at Shir- 


ley, Me., in 1850. 
He told with par- 


donable pride how at the acre of two 
years he took his parents to Wisconsin 
and grew up on a farm. Though Mr. 
Nye from time to time funnelled the 
world with much autobiographical in- 
formation, there is quite a wide cap 
between the Maine village and the 
Wyoming struggles, but be once re- 
marked that when he was fifteen .1 ears 
old his father died and he took chanro 
of th« 200 acre Wisconsin farm. It i« 
not to be doubted that he STPW np 
(With more than a speaking ji</t(unlnt- 
ance with hard work on tl\6 farm.

The 
Boomerang Mas not financially suc- 
cessful. He resigned his multitudinous 
offices. 
He wrote to the postmaster 


general that he w"".!d find the key of 
the postoffice undei the door mat. 'Ihen 
Mr. N^e letarned to th%,vicinity of hi"5 
former home in St. Croix county, Wis.. 
to recuperate. Ihat was about the 
year 1883. 


Quoted In All Quarters. 


But the Boomerang, though dead, 
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of modest appearance, making no par- 
ticular specialty of news, but bubbling 
full of Bill Xve. Stray copies floated 
into eastern newspaper offices. A gen- 
tleman who was connected editorially 
with a Rochester newspaper in the 
Boomerang days told me recently that 
he picked up a copy of the Boomerang 
on his desk one daj just out of curios- 
ity, because it looked so lonesome and 
was so far av\ ay from home. 
The 


next thing be did was to put the 
Boomerang on his regular exchange 
list, after sending a large section of 
it, scissored out. to the composing 
room. The Boomerang •was quoted 
east and west, north and south, and 
It was evident that a new humorist 
had arisen. 


Bill Nye wrote a book about his 


Boomerang experience while he rusti- 
cated in AVisconsin. Offers from big 
eastern papers began pouring in, but 
Nye was shy. Finally the New York 
World induced him to go to the me- 
tropolis and take a job as a regular 
contributor. 
Incidentally he was in 


great demand as a lecturer. His pint- 
form tours with James Whitcomb 
Riley are recalled as events in the 
lyceum world. Nye declined to live in 
New York city, but took a house in the 
rural districts of Staten Island, where 
his children could play with the goats, 
for he had married and multiplied. 


Nye wrote for the World from 1880 


until 1889, when his services were se- 
cured by the American Press Associa- 
tion. From that time until his death, 
more than seven years later, he fur- 
nished a weekly letter of about two 
columns, whether he was sick or well, 
at home or on the road, missing only 
one week. He wrote his matter, we 
are Informed, with a lead pencil on 
all sorts of paper, frequently on the 
homely stationery of some small ho- 
tel at which he stopped while chasing 
a lyceum engagement. 
Much of his 


work during the last three years of his 
life was done at his farm home near 
Asheville, N. C., where he built a hand- 
some residence near the George W. 
Yanderbilt estate. It was there, on 
Washington's birthday, 1896, that the 
humorist died. 


Nye's weekly salary from the Amer- 


ican Press Association was the largest 
ever paid to a syndicate writer up to 
that period. It figured up about 12% 
cents a word. 
Thus the Boomerang 


came back to him—after many days. 
It is said that from his writing and 
bis plaiform work he earned at one 
time about §40,000 a year. 


Nye disUked being lionized. About 


fifteen years ago he wrote a play, "The 
Cadi," which was to be produced in 
New York. He was in the city on 
business connected with the play. 


"Nye carne into the office one day," 


says Dexter Marshall, who at that 
time was managing editor for the 
American Press Association, "and look- 
ed around in a bashful, hesitating man- 
ner. 
He said that he had to be in 


town for the day and he didn't want 
to attract attention. Couldn't we hide 
him somewhere—behind a screen, for 
instance? I fix*ed up a corner in the 
office and screened it off. Nye sat 
down there, with books and papers, 
and spent the day." 


Had to Laugh or Burst. 


The Nye brand of humor was some- 


thing new under the sun. 
Arteinus 


Ward, Petroleum V. Nasby and Josh 
Billings had won wide recognition, but 
each of them relied to some extent 
upon distorted spelling to attract at- 
tention. Nye always spelled correctly 
and used good grammar. 
His exag- 


geration was linguistic rather than or- 
thographic. He could string hifaltitin 
adjectives like chain lightning, making 
the humblest, commonest object in our 
everyday life take on a glamour so much 
out of proportion to its real importance 
tbat the exaggeration was ludicrous. 
The reader simply had to laugh or 
burst. 


"What was the funniest thing you 


ever wrote?" Bill Nye was asked 
shortly before he crossed the great 
divide. 


"The funniest thing was borrowed 


from my platform "manager." replied 
the humorist, who was modest as well 
as shy. "He gave me the idea, and I 
put it like this: 
On being requested 


one day to do the carving at dinner I 
replied that I was not much of a suc- 
cess as a carver because I couldn't 
make the gravy-Biatch the wall paper." 


Bill Xye published half a dozen 


books. But the American Press Hu- 
morj«t<5 are aware that the^e are not a 
sufficient monument to bis genius. 
They know too wfll that books of 
avowed humor which are made up of 
fugitive pieces are subject to the stat- 
ute of limitations. Usually they resem- 
ble the household cookbook or the 
campaign life of Garfield in their gen- 
eral mechanical makeup. 
Their fate 


is to end up on the uargaiu counter 
along the sidewalk, marked down to 30 
cents. 
Wherefore. O lords and mas- 


ters, let the boys build a more endur- 
ing monument to Bill Nye, and long 
let the prairie zephyr* of Laramie ca- 
ress tho memorial of the man who 
made millions of us happy enough to 
laugh.

"In this age of responsibility our 


one most important mid greatesPre-

—and life is really simple and 
not 


so diflicult and perplexing; as it seems 
i.o be. The trouble very often is that 
we look at life loo much in detail, 
and thus the great tilings escape our 
notice. 
It is a good thing once in a 


while to take a bird's eye view of life 
—a view in which ihe minor details 
are lost, and only the greater-things 
are seen. 
It is. this breadth of view, 


this largeness of 
life, which Christ 


himself had, and to which He is en- 
deavoring to lead us. Of this broader 
life there are several important-char- 
acteristics.

Joseph Vance, governor of Ohio from 1&37 to 1S3S, was born In Washing- 


ton, Pa., in 1786, coming to TJrbana, O., with his father in 1805. He took part 
In the war of 1812. 
He was prominent in political affairs, both state and 


national, being a member at different times of the state legislature and con- 
gress. He was an earnest advocate of the extension of the national road, the 
old "Cumberland road" through Ohio to the west. He was a member of the 
convention to revise the constitution of Ohio in 1851 and while so acting was 
stricken -with paralysis, from which he died some time later.

Alliance Formed Between the Jap- 


anese of Pacific Coast and Progres- 
sive Party In Japan—Seek the Over- 
throw of Present Ministry and Apol- 
ogy and Indemnity From Uncle Sam.

of the Japanese in San Francisco is a

Should diplomacy 


fail to bring about a satisfactory solu- 
tion, the only way open to us is an 
appeal to arms. 
Our mind is firmly 


made up. It is certain that America 
will yield, for its people are radically 
commercial in their sentiment." 


Washington, June 10.—It is learned 


authoritatively here that the Progres- 
sives, a. political party of Japan, and 
tne Japanese of the Pacific coast have 
formed an alliance. The overthrow o£ 
the present ministry in Tokyo and the 
annulment of the clause in the immi- 
gration bill excluding Japanese coolies 
from the United States are the ulti- 
mate objects of the alliance. The pre- 
liminary steps in this scheme, it is 
said, will be to induce the Tokyo gov- 
ernment to recall Viscount Aoki, the 
Japanese ambassador to the United 
States, and to demand an apology and 
perhaps an indemnity from this gov- 
ernment for the alleged acts of vio- 
lence against Japanese subjects resid- 
ing 
in ihe 
Pacific 
coast towns. 


With this end in view, representa- 
tives of the faction hostile to the 
Saonji ministry have been In Wash- 
ington to consult with the Japanesa 
ambassador and the state department 
officials regarding the objectionable 
clause in the immigration bill, the Cal- 
ifornia School question and the recent 
riots in San Francisco. The report 
which they have sent to Tokyo will 
form the basis of a systematic cam- 
paign to bring about anti-American 
demonstrations in Japan and to force 
Foreign Minister Hayashi, if possible, 
to demand indemnity and an apology 
on account of Japanese disturbances 
in San Francisco. 


These facts became known for the 


first time when it was learned that T. 
Takahasi and O. Noda, representatives 
respectively of the Seattle and San 
Francisco Japanese societies, and K. 
Kawakami, staff representative of the 
Yorozu (daily newspaper) of Tokyo, 
came to Washington April 21 and re- 
mained until May 12, during which 
time they were negotiating with the 
Japanese ambassador looking to the 
annulment of the Japanese immigra- 
tion limitation law. This delegation 
failed in its purpose and, it is stated, 
after charging Ambassador Aoki with 
treachery to the Japanese of the Pa- 
cific coast and with misrepresenting 
conditions to his home government, 
ttyey telegraphed to Ototaka Yamaoka, 
the personal representative of Count 
Okuma, who was awaiting their report 
in Seattle, with the request that he 
communuicate with the anti-adminis-' 
tration leaders in Tokyo. 


Messrs Takahasi, Xoda and Kawa- 


kami had an interview \\ith Assistant 
Secretary of State Bacon on May 8. 
They then telegraphed Yamaoka that 
they were dissatisfied wiih tho atti- 
tude of the state department and the 
Japanese embassy, and urged the ne- 
cessity of earning the fight to Japan. 
Acting upon this suggestion, Yamaoka 
sailed for Japan on May 14 on the 
steamship Aki, and it was pointed out 
the renewal of the anti-American agi- 
tation in the Japanese press has be- 
gun sincp his arrival in Tokvo ou 
May 2^ 
It is believed here that he 


prompted tho delegation of Progres- 
sives to cali^on Foreign Minister Ilay- 
ashi for an explanation of the govern- 
ment's "apparent inaction and want 
of efficiency in the presence of the 
grave diploma!ic questions with the 
United States "
